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Taking a Holiday ? 
| igh? occupations are pleasanter than planning holidays, and there are few 


holidays better spent than in leisurely touring through our own picturesque 

islands or in the exciting unfamiliarity of countries abroad. We would not 
presume to tell people where they should spend their vacations, but it is our hope 
that the articles and information in this special Spring and Touring issue will help 
readers with their planning both broadly and in detail. : 

Before commenting on motoring abroad, may we suggest to readers that the 
examine a map of the British Isles—home land to the majority of them? How few 
people are familiar with the beauties of their own country! Would it not be pleasant 
this year to explore the remoter, unspoilt areas, of which there are still many in 
England, Wales and Scotland? 

Across the Channel there are many attractions which beckon to the holidaymaker : 
new ways, new food and, if you journey far enough south, warmer sun and sea. 
On long journeys it is best to keep daily mileages to the minimum necessary rather 
than to extend them to the maximum that can be achieved. Long, hot and dusty 
drives, together with unfamiliar food and drink, can place a great strain on passengers 
and drivers alike, and especially on children. 

An early start and an early finish to the day’s journey is, in our experience, the 
best plan, and when possible it is also a good thing to try to complete half the day’s 
mileage before lunch. At the height of the ‘holiday season it is as well to have 
accommodation arranged before six o’clock. 

It is usually a false economy in time and money not to take regular meals, but many 
motorists prefer to buy the ingredients of lunch and eat by the roadside. Apart from 
the pleasure of an outdoor meal, it is a very economical way of eating. Few British 
families feel at their best when touring abroad if they take a heavy midday meal as 
well as a large meal at night, but with no more than a Continental breakfast to start 
the day, a light lunch is usually very welcome. 


Cheching and Packing 


Naturally the careful car owner will check his or her vehicle for mechanical condi- 
tion before launching out on a long journey on the Continent. In addition, there 
are several simple preparations which are worth consideration. For example, it is 
useful to polish the areas or plates carrying the engine and the chassis numbers, 
memorizing their position in case the customs men need help in finding them. Metric 
equivalents of the speedometer and fuel gauge figures can be added, on paper segments, 
to the instrument dials. These are useful as much for quick conversion of distances 
and consumptions as for direct reading. A note should also be made of the correct 
tyre pressures in metric units, not forgetting that an extra pound or two may be 
desirable at the back if the load is to be heavy. It is prudent rather than pessimistic 
to carry recommended spares (car manufacturers will usually provide a kit) and to 
take a list of agents in foreign cities along one’s proposed route. 

A lot of trouble may be saved when touring if one’s personal packing and the order 
of loading bags is planned in advance, Rope and string, particularly when they get 
wet and frayed, can be infuriating and straps—especially clastic ones—are so much 
better for use with grid or roof rack, but do not forget that roof rack luggage, left 
unattended, is vulnerable to thieves. Loose articles about the car may be no trouble 
at all during the exciting hours as you set out for a holiday, but after a few days on 
the road. . . . How much better it is to be orderly and to provide convenient stowage 
for all the bits and pieces, a safe compartment for the documents and a pocket or 
briefcase: for the maps. 

Finally, when going abroad, remember to change your head lamp colour as well 
as dipping for right-hand-side drivers. And do use your horn when you should in the 
mountains, and not when you shouldn’t in the cities and towns.

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FINDING 














AP-READERS are rare birds. 

The common species are front 

seat passengers with open 

maps on their knees and not a clue as 

to whereabouts. Yet skilled map 

reading is not difficult, and it is to be 

hoped that the advice on these pages 

may turn mediocrity into expertness in 
at least one or two instances. 

There is one great bugbear about car 
navigation; it promotes travel sickness, 
and a number of people make little or 
no effort to study the map because they 
know that to do so will cause nausea. 
Now let’s be surgical about travel sick- 
ness, and forget all the so-called 
causes of it; let’s just call to mind the 
fact of its existence, which the aircraft 
companies acknowledge with their 
little brown bags, and talk about reme- 
dies. If I recommend Kwells I sup- 
pose people will say that I am adver- 
tising; I am not. I am merely stating 
that Kwells prevent the travel sickness 
which has afflicted me from birth and 
therefore remove all fear of nausea 
from map reading in a moving car. 

Having got over that unpleasantness, 
let’s now sort out the map itself.

SCALE About two miles to the inch 

is satisfactory for country 
lane route-finding; about ten miles to 
the inch for main-road fast runs; one 
mile to the inch (Ordnance Survey 
scale) for navigation rallies and green 
track work. The five miles to the 
inch scale used by the A.A. in their 
road book is just about right for three- 
figure A-route journeys in this country. 


DIRECTION There are two schools 

of thought on map 
reading. Some hold that it shows a weak 
approach to twist the map around, and 
advocate reading it with north at the 
top and place names in the position 
for normal reading. They say that this 
way one always knows in which 
direction north should lie, and that a

sense of compass direction can. be 
maintained by weather vanes, the line 
of a church facing to the east, and so 
on. If in fact you are concerned with 
compass direction and interested to 
check by place names, this method is 
to be recommended. There are others 
—aviators among them—who advise 
holding the map so that the destination 
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AROUND 


LANDMARKS _ The bigger the scale, 

the more Jandmarks 
will be illustrated. Churches, houses, 
pylons, ancient monuments and so 
forth all help with location and route 
finding. Remember the railways and 
rivers, and their behaviour, which can 
give many clues as to whether you.are 
on the correct route. For instance, if, 
when crossing the railway, 
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the road is marked to go over 
the line and you patently go 
under it, then, my friend, you 
will not earn your Boy Scout 
direction-finding badge for a 
week or two yet. 


A ready comparison between map 
scales—two, five and ten miles to 
the inch 
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is towards the nose of the car and the 
starting point nearest the map reader. 
By this method turnings, railway 
bridges, road crossings and the like are 
read in their natural positions as they 
are encountered. 


A colleague of mine, 
CONTOURS writing in 1940, 


summed up contours perfectly: Pic- 
ture the tide coming in, he wrote, and 
the contours are merely the different 
levels which it will reach as it climbs 
the hills. Contours-help by telling the 
map reader what sort of country he 
is, or should be, in. Thus, if they 
are bunched together on one side of 
the road and well spaced on the other, 
the car will be travelling through a 
valley with a flat floor and a steep side 
climbing straight up from the road. 
Naturally, where the contours are most 
numerous and closest together will be 
found the more spectacular scenery. 
Beware of a minor road climbing 
straight across bunched contours; this 
may be a very steep track. 
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ROUTE NUMBERS — In this country 

t A routes 
are main, the B secondary. The more 
digits the figure has, the less important 
the road. Where the single-digit num- 
ber appears as part of the multiple- 
digit number it means that the latter is 
an offshoot of the former. For 
instance: A423 is an offshoot of A4. 
A chequered band on the approach 
sign means that the indicated road links 
within a very short distance with the 
route numbered in the panel below 
the chequered band. 


TOWNS Use the town plan and 

be wary of one-way 
streets. I notice that the A.A. orien- 
tates its town plans ad lib., and I think, 
perhaps, that the town plan can be 
twisted in the hand with more im- 
punity than the map proper because 
you are concerned only with strictly 
local features. The trouble with town 
plans is the speed at which they have 
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to be read and the inability to stop the 
car wherever one pleases without 
inconveniencing other road users. The 
best recommendation with strange 
towns is to drive clean through them 
in order to get some idea of the size 
and layout, and then to come back to 
them for detail route finding with the 
aid of the plan. 


TIPS Before retracing your steps 
when you have gone wrong, 
explore the possibilities of continuing 
and cutting aCtOss.

Take didlitas care in mountain 
areas. Distances are usually long 
before turns can be made, owing to the 
roads having to follow the valleys, and 
turning round in the road is often 
difficult.

Travellers Bookshelf 


HERE to go and where to stay 
are the first questions which need 
answering, and there are plenty 

of reference books to help the tour plan- 
ner. It is not usually difficult to decide 
on the area, for there is a limited num- 
ber of touring grounds in England, any- 
way. When. one gets down to the finer 
points of travelling, however, there is 
no more useful companion, in our opinion, 
than the A.A. Road Book (available to 
members only). 

It is easy to calculate rough distances 
from the sensible map pages, and as the 
scale is five miles to the inch one can see 
at a glance whether or not a town is likely 
to prove a good centre, or, if a grand tour 
is planned—stopping at a different place 
each night-—the distances involved can 
easily be assessed. 

The gazetteer with brief notes about all 
except the very small villages, and pointers 
to anything of touring interest, as well as 
the plans of the more important towns 
(including a large-scale map of London) 
will be invaluable later on when the jour- 
ney has started. A number of itineraries 
have been prepared. There is a separate 
road book for Scotland and one for Ireland 
will be ready in midsummer, 1956. 

Choosing a hotel is one of the greatest 
obstacles to surmount, and the traveller is 
advised to use personal recommendations 
wherever possible. Where these are lack- 
ing, Hotels in the British Isles is as a good 
a guide as any, giving bed and breakfast 
prices and inclusive weekly terms, as well 
as the number of bedrooms, bathrooms, 
information about licensing and so on. 


Facilities are dealt with in a column of 
symbols, and it is possible to see immedi- 
ately if an inn has a garage, a night porter, 
diabetic diets on request, central heating 
in bedrooms; even if the service is added 
to the bill—a welcome provision, this. It 
is a good thing to remember that “olde 
worlde” inns, though I am sorry to have 
to say it, often rely too much on appear- 
ance and too little on good food and 
service 

The old faithfuls where ‘ciasniabdediattans 
is concerned, of course, are the A.A. and 
R.A.C. handbooks, which have the added 
advantage of assigning “stars” for 
quality. Recommendations are now made 
jointly by the two organizations, and you 
can choose anything from a five-star 
luxury example to a country house with 
no stars at all, but still recommended. 
Distance from London is quoted for every 
town, and service stations are a helpful 
part of the contents. One has to pay for 
the R.A.C. book, and this might well be 
expected because it contains more com- 
plete information than the A.A. version, 
which is sent out free each year to mem- 
bers. The 1956 edition of the R.A.C. 
handbook, issued recently, contains again 
the useful legal summary and other regular 
sections, as well as some additional data. 

Trust houses are not so numerous as 
one would wish, but those in this class 
can be relied upon as good, medium 
class hotels. A list with map is available 
without charge. Another book of hotels 
is Ashley Courtenay’s Let’s Halt Awhile, 
which is introduced on the dust jacket 
as containing, in addition, “some lovely 
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photographs and delightfully informal 
comments on the country in general.” 

Incidentally, although it sounds attrac- 
tive to go just where the wind “ listeth,” 
you will find it far less worrying to book 
in advance. There is nothing worse than 
having to scrabble round for accommo- 
dation when one is tired and hungry; it 
can ruin the day’s pleasure. 

Now for food. Unfortunately, we have 
no direct British equivalent of the beloved 
Michelin guide, but a booklet which comes 
very near to it, although on a modest scale 
and concerning itself almost exclusively 
with meals, is The Good Food Guide, a 
collection made by Raymond Postgate of 
restaurants recommended by members of 
the Good Food Club, a voluntary organ- 
ization “trying to promote good eating, 
good drinking and good service in British 
hotels and restaurants.” And here let it 
be said that good eating need not be 
synonymous with paying through the nose. 
Some of the prices are very moderate, and 
although others may appear high, they 
are not when value for money is con- 
sidered. 

The book is an excellent guide as well 
as entertaining to read. “A Welsh mem- 
ber depressed gastronomically (as Welsh 
members naturally are) was so pleased 
. . .” starts one recommendation. The 
reports are completely disinterested. 

To any traveller in France, Michelin 
needs no introduction. It is invaluable, 
giving a classification of hotels which can 
always be trusted, in addition to garages 
and town plans. For those whose pocket 
does not run to Michelin, there is an 
unpretentious booklet Guide des Hotels, 
1956, published by the Fédération 
Nationale des Logis de France. The small 
edition is free of charge; the larger one 
gives more complete information about 
these small country logis which have been 
renovated with Government help and are 
obliged to offer reasonable prices and 
maintain certain stan F 

Again, the motoring organizations pub- 
lish foreign touring guides, which include 
general information as well as separate 
sections for Continental countries; also 
details of hotels, and local traffic and 
touring hints. e¢ R.A.C, 1956 edition 
contains a number of plans for leading 
towns, advice on tipping, and sections on 
Scandinavian countries and Yugoslavia. 

If it is planned to include in your 
English motoring a visit to one or two 
houses interesting from an architectural, 
artistic or- purely historical point of view, 
the National Trust publishes a list of its 
own properties with opening times and 
how-to-get-there directions. There is, too, 
a useful booklet called Historic Houses 
and Castles which lists, also, properties 
not under National Trust protection. 
Here, too, it is well to plan your visit, 
because opening times are often limited 
to one or two days a week, very few are 
open on Sunday morning, and it is dis- 
appointing to arrive at the gates and find 
them closed. Car parking facilities are 
usually provided. 

Sometimes it is more pleasant to be out- 
side than in, and those who like horticul- 
ture will be interested in the National 
Gardens Scheme. Gardens are usually 
open to the public from 11 a.m. to 7 p.m. 
on weekdays and from 2 to 7 p.m, on 
Sundays, with an admission charge of Is, 
and the proceeds go to help retired dis- 
trict nurses, with a small percentage to 
the National Trust for their part in the 
preservation of certain grounds. Most 
of the gardens open for a single day only, 
so that it is as well to consult The Gardens 
of England and Wales or Visit Scotland’s 
Gardens first. 5...

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SURPRISES AT THE TURIN 


NEW MODEL FIAT AND ALFA MODIFICATIONS 


LANCIA INTRODUCE A 


r is a tradition of the Turin Show 

that at least one of the three big 

Italian motor car manufacturers (Fiat, 
Lancia and Alfa Romeo)-produces a com- 
pletely new model. This time, all three 
had something fresh to exhibit when 
the 38th Salone was opened last Saturday 
by the President of the Italian Republic, 
Signor H. E. Gronchi. This was a 
colourful ceremony, with a parade of the 
magnificent Corrazziere, dressed in their 
blue uniforms, with red sashes slung over 
their shoulders and wearing the age-old 
tricorn hats, with white plumes, of the 
original Royal bodyguard. 

The exhibition hall, with its geodetic, 
reinforced-concrete roof—which elimin- 
ates the need for pillars on the marble 
floor—permits the presentation to be 
without equal in Europe. 

Lancia have produced a new car, to be 
known as the Flaminia, which represents 
a complete break with tradition for this 
old Turin firm. For the first time they 
have forsaken their classical front sus- 
pension with its sliding vertical pillar, and 
have adopted the almost universal wish- 
bone type, which indicates that the 
Lancia engineers now consider the pre- 
vious designs to have reached the peak of 
development in the effort to obtain the 


comfort and accurate steering demanded 
of a modern high-performance saloon. 

The Flaminia is not a cheap car, judg- 
ing from the methods of construction, 
although this comment must await an- 
nouncement of the-official price. But 
wath its body obviously based on the 
Pinin Farina Florida design presented 
just a year ago, it is certainly one of the 
most elegant series production cars to be 
introduced for a long time. Whether the 
price will be such that it can be sold in 
large quantities remains to be seen. 

Lancias need a fillip to their automobile 
sales; the 1,090 c.c. Appia, with its recent 
face-lift, is still in a high price bracket 
and suffers keen competition from the 
four-door Alfa Romeo Giulietta saloon. 
Their incursion into racing was an expen- 
sive adventuze and it is hoped that the 
new model, in conjunction with a re- 
constitution of the managerial side, will 
bring about a revival in the fortunes of 
this famous firm. 

In the Flaminia’s transition from the 
original Florida there have been detail 
changes made, with an eye to the produc- 
tion problems associated with large quan- 
tities, but they do not change significantly 
the beauty of line which was such an 
outstanding feature of the Farina styling. 


The four doors have no central pillar, the 
front one being hinged at its leading edge 
and the rear one aft. But each door 
window has its own framework, so that 
the side of the car is not completely open 
when the windows are wound down, as 
was the Florida. With the extra stiffness 
thus achieved, the combined door stop 
and rear passenger hand rail which 
spanned the car behind the front seat 
squab is discarded. 

Rear end treatment of the two cars is 
identical, the pointed apex of each rear 
wing blending into the framework of the 
rear window to form a small overhang 
above. Twin wipers are provided on the 
rear window, and the rear bumpers are 
styled into the wing and stop light treat- 
ment in such a way that they do not form 
overhanging excrescences. 

The roof height has been raised by 
approximat 5in to increase ease of 
entry. A fally wrapped-round screen is 
used, and the pillars slope forward 
slightly from the vertical. Cloth trim is 
employed, and although the front seats 
are separate, they can be lined up to form 
a bench. 

Platform-type construction has deep 
yet light box section side and cross mem- 
bers, and the tunnel over the two-piece

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propeller-shaft is a stressed floor member, 
The main frame is all-welded, including 
the scuttle section, which appears to 
terminate rather abruptly at its junction 
with the frame. 

A forward facing frame member at each 
side—to which the front suspension is 
attached—is bolted at two points on the 
underside of the frame platform. At its 
front end there is a third support 
point with a forward sloping member 
from the scuttle structure. 

Vertically mounted spherical swivel 
joints are utilized at the widely spaced 
outer ends of the wishbones, which are 
steel forgings. The wishbones are 
mounted as separate sub-assemblies on 
aluminium castings which are bolted to 
the frame front side-members. The top 
of each casting is formed with a top-hat 
section for the abutment of an inward 
sloping combined coil spring and tele- 
scopic damper. An anti-roll bar is posi- 
tioned forward of the suspension assem- 
bly, and the recirculating ball-type 
steering connects to the three-piece track 
rod, also placed forward. 

Rear suspension and transmission are 
identical with those of the Aurelia, gear 
box, clutch and differential being integral 
and mounted in the frame. The de Dion 
rear axle, mounted on half-elliptic springs, 
is controlled transversel y a full- 
width Panhard rod and the inboard 
brakes have aluminium drums with an 
inset cast-iron rubbing surface. 

The new engine seems to have been 
achieved on the basis of the Aurelia’s cylin- 
der block, though the bores are larger 
than either the standard unit or the Gran 
Turismo version. The stroke is shortened 
by 4 mm, and the maximum speed of ‘the 
engine becomes 5,000 r.p.m.— identical 
with that of the Gran Turismo. Carbura- 
tion is by a twin-choke downdraught 
Solex carburettor. 

The specification of the Flaminia puts 
it into a very select class, and its success is 
assGred, providing that the price is not 
prohibitive.

Fiats are Ewurope’s fourth largest 
vehicle producer—behind Volkswagen, 
British Ford and Austin, in that order— 
with an output of 238,000 for 1955. The 
600, with all its variants, has been an out- 
standing success since it- was first intro- 
duced some fourteen months ago. Latest 
variation is the taxi, which has sufficient 
room for four people besides the driver 
and undoubtedly will prove a nimble and 
economical vehicle in city traffic. There 
is a sliding glass partition behind the 
driver, beside whom is a flat platform 
for luggage. Tip-up front seats in the 
passenger compartment fold into the floor 
to make extra luggage accommodation. 

A new B series is introduced for the 
first time on the 1400 and 1900 Fiats, in 
which the power output has been in-

creased, with a redesign of brakes to 
match. To increase the 1400 engine’s out- 
put from 50 to 58 b.h.p., the compression 
has been raised by half a ratio to 7.5 to !, 
which necessitates the use of premium 
grade fuels. A new thermostatically con- 
trolled, water-heated jacket appears on the 
induction pipe, in conjunction with a 
twin-choke downdraught carburettor 
fitted with automatic choke. The last is 
a new trend for Continental manufac- 
turers, and is in opposition to that which 
has taken place in Britain, where the 
hand-operated choke has become increas- 
ingly popular 

Clutch. diameter has been_ increased 
from 7iin to 84in and the new -bi-metal 
brake drums have finned peripheries to 
promote cooling in conjunction with large 
air vents in the road wheels. 

By stowing the spare wheel horizontally 
under the floor of the luggage locker, 
which is achieved by repositioning the 
petrol tank, luggage space has been 
increased A brighter appearance results 
from duo-tone paintwork and trim, and 
the increase of chromium plating for front 
grille and styling strips. This is new for 
the quantity-produced Italian cars, which 
have been rather drab in appearance, and 
is evidently aimed at capturing more of 


the colour-conscious foreign markets. The 
instrument panel has been changed and a 
horizontal speedometer lies in front of the 
steering, wheel. 

Similar improvements have been made 
to the larger Fiat 1900, which uses the 
same basic four-door body. Power has 
been raised from 70 to 80 b.h.p., and 
hydraulic servo-assistance is an improve- 
ment to the braking system. Hydraulic 
coupling in conjunction with a normal 
clutch is still a feature on this model. 

An alternative body style in this range is 
the two-door Gran Luce, which is dis- 
played in a black and red two-tone scheme. 
The rear window is wrapped round to 
give a “notched back” effect to the side 
windows, which can be wound down to 
give an open side. Two sets of head 
lamps provide differing lights for town 
and country use. 

Displayed in true Italian red is Alfa 
Romeo’s new Bertone-bodied Sportiva 
coupé, with new chassis and four-cylinder 
1,975 oc.c. engine. It has an increased 
rating of 135 b.h.p. at 5,500 r.p.m. The 
claimed speed is 130 m.p.h., which 
the shape and specification suggest is not 
an impossible figure. Two twin-choke 
horizontal Weber carburettors are used to 
obtain the increased power output.

A steeply falling bonnet line is matched 
by the raked and wrapped-round screen, 
which permits first-class vision to match 
the performance. The two seats are 
placed low between the propeller-shaft 
tunnel and the frame side members, and 
are noteworthy for their hammock-type 
cushions which provide really firm sup- 
port where it is needed. 

The new box-section frame (with simi- 
lar cross-members) is part space-type con- 
struction at the rear, to accommodate the 
top anchorages of the combined coil 
springs and dampers. At their lower ends 
the springs and dampers are mounted 
behind the main tube of the de Dion axle, 
and are thus inclined forward at the top. 

The axle tube is located fore and aft by 
a triangulated member, pivoted at a single 
point forward on the chassis centre line. 
Fore and aft location is by a Watts bar 
and link behind the de Dion tube. 

The chassis-mounted final drive casing 
also incorporates the inboard, bi-metal 
drum rear brakes and there is a very short 
universal drive shaft to each wheel; these 
are of Rudge knock-off pattern, made by 
Borani. 

A five-speed gear box is part of the 
specification of this car—latest contender 
in the select band capable of a speed in 
excess of 120 m.p.h. 

Using the same basic two-door body, 
Alfa also introduced an alternative high- 
speed model to the Giulietta Sprint, to 
be known as the Veloce. Two twin-choke 
Webers help to increase the output to 115 
b.h.p. at 5,000 r.p.m. and the claimed 


maximum speed is a shade under 120 
m.p.h. It has the same five-speed gear 
box as on the Sportiva, with floor- 
mounted lever. 

On the British market this is a very 
expensive car, but with road-holding to 
match its speed it is one of the most 
desirable vehicles for those wanting high 
performance. 

The second series of the 1900 Super 
is introduced with two-tone colour treat- 
ment and chrome-plated strips on the 
body sides—-another tendency, yet res- 
trained, which is creeping into Italian 
styling. 

Pinin Farina, who is the doyen of the 
specialist coachmakers, displays three 
completely new styles of which the Super- 
Flow Alfa Romeo is the most outstanding. 
It is based on an experimental 34-litre 
chassis, and has a Perspex roof tinted to 
avoid glare. The doors are in two parts, 
with the upper portion opening gull wing 
fashion, and the transparent top can be 
removed. Body sides are shaped with 
longitudinal hollow panels, with small 
stabilizing fins above each rear wheel. 

The large front wheels are covered by 
transparent wings, starting from the head 
lamps and terminating at the front door 
hinge. This construction is light, per- 
mits easy replacement and enables the 
driver to see his front wheels. The 
vehicle represents a new approach to a 
very high-speed design, but it remains to 
be seen whether the body will look like 
this when and if the car is ever put into 
production. 
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Executed to the requirements of the 
American Nash Corporation is Farina’s 
special Palm Beach Nash Rambler. It 
is an elegant two-seater coupé, aimed 
specifically at the U.S.A. sporting market. 
The sides are convex from the front to 
the central section of the car and the 
removable top is fashioned with a shallow 
channel under the rear window. 

Unusual is the use of thick Plexiglas 
bumpers, which are styled into the lamp 
décor. Although they would be ineffec- 
tive in a heavy collision, they should serve 
well for manceuvring in traffic as the 
material is very resilient and saves a lot 
of weight. 

Farina’s new Sport Wagon on a 1100 
Fiat TV chassis is a new high-speed 
approach to the utility vehicle. The rear 
panel is hinged at roof level, but the con- 
struction is such that a stay is required 
to keep it open, which does not appear to 
be satisfactory for carrying overhang 
loads. Nevertheless, as a means of in- 
creasing luggage capacity on a normal 
saloon, it is an interesting new approach. 


Target for the Dart 


The centrepiece of last year’s show was 
a full-scale wooden mock-up of a futuristic 
body by Ghia, called the Dart and subse- 
quently purchased by Ford for their 
American museum.. A peculiar twist of 
American automobile politics is indicated 
by Ghia’s display this year of a genuine 
version for the Chrysler Corporation on 
their current chassis. It is difficult to 
accept this as a serious production under- 
taking and it will probably become an 
addition to the collection of U.S.A. dream 
cars. The body panelling, with the excep- 
tion of the excessive tail fins, would not be 
a difficult production problem, but the 
overall length Would make it a handful in 
traffic, even by American standards. 

Italian specialist coachmakers continue 
to display their craft in such profusion that 
it is difficult to deal with them indivi- 
dually; it is possible only to survey the 
trends, 

There appears to be a sizable market 
for the specialists in the very small field, 
as exemplified by the wide body range 
available on the Fiat 600. To achieve 
individual treatment in a small space 
accessibility is often sacrificed, but this 
appears to be acceptable to the purchasers. 
What is surprising is the fact that 
there are so many of these firms—in

420 TAKE THE FIELD IN LITTLE RALLY 


Many Maneuvring: Tests Decide Results 


HIS year the London M.C.’s Little 
Rally was limited to 420 entries— 
still an extremely large field. No- 

body in the awards list lost any marks on 
the long road section, and the event was 
decided by the eight special tests which 
dotted the route. It was this feature of 
the rally which brought out so many of 
the crack rally drivers, and at every halt 
there was keen comparison of times. 

Proceedings started bright and early on 
a vast parade ground at Farnborough, 
Hampshire, borrowed from the military; 
the “ Top Brass” turned out to watch the 
cars. Thence there were wanderings 
among the Hampshire byroads—a beauti- 
ful route with an easy time schedule, and 
well worth seeing, with its woodlands and 
downlands, chalk streams, and _ the 
villages with the Saxon names, which 
retain so much of the medieval.

Test 1 was a multiple forward and re- 
verse, on the parade ground. The second 
test was tricky, a fast corner taken for- 
wards and in_ reverse. (Wadham’s 
Triumph was remarkably good, clocking 
12.8 sec.) The others were well chosen, 
too. No. 4, on Wheely Down, had two 
forward swerves and a reverse stop; Dr. 
P. L. Pratt, with a big Jaguar saloon, 
was one of those who slewed rather badly 
there. 

Some of the tests were quite compli- 
cated, so that drivers who had not studied 
the diagram and the marshals’ instruc- 
tions made navigational errors. Others 
were of simple layout. No. 6 was an up- 
hill corner, almost a hairpin, and the 
majority of the entry was cautious. One 
of the last was a downhill sprint and stop, 
which is always difficult to calculate.

One delay—a test blocked by a com- 
petitor with a broken axle—was soon 
made up, and the last of the cars were 
facing their last ordeal in daylight. 

The event closed with dinner and a big 
party at a Farnborough hotel—still on 
schedule. It had been a good day for the 
drivers and crews, and a marvellous feat 
of organization.

Death of a Pioneer 


With regret we record the death of 
Mr. C. O. Mayer. Born on August 
18, 1866, Mr. Mayer went to Canstadt at 
the age of 19, where he collaborated with 
Daimler in the development of the 
internal combustion engine. 

When Mr. Mayer returned to this 
country he became the first works 
manager of the Daimler company. In 
1896 he drove the first car—a Daimler— 
in the Emancipation run to Brighton, and 
for his performance in this event he was 
awarded a gold medal. Later, he drove 
the same car in the first 1,000 miles round- 
England reliability trial. In a similar car 
he also rode to Brighton on the occasion 
of the jubilee of the Emancipation run. 

Mr. Mayer was believed to be the last 
survivor of those who drove in the first 
Emancipation run; he was 89.

STRANGE land indeed. It seems odd that one 
A should return from a study tour, imaginatively pro- 

moted by the British Motor Corporation and con- 
cerned with motor cars and economic potentials, under a 
spell cast by a land that is so old that its bones poke through 
the dry skin of its soils. Where the taipan snake is a killer, 
where the deadly trapdoor spider lurks behind his self- 
made camouflage and where the sharks of the Pacific whip 
in weg often to make another unknown surf-rider 
hit the headlines in his death agony. 

Australia has much that repels: twelve thousand miles 
away from her she calls insistently: the fascinating land. 
Wind in the gum trees; the harsh glare of a tropical sun; 
the cigarette-smoking idler, taking a hammer to an adjust- 
ment that demands delicacy; the industrialist who has 
made a fortune out of his industry, the swirl of dust settling 
on the shoulders and turning a car driver into a marble- 
white bust. 

All these things, and a myriad others, are Australia. So 
are ten million people in three million square miles with a 
collective fellow-feeling for the Englishman that warms the 
heart right through. The Australian talks of England as 
home; the Englishman who steps ashore in Australia is 
at home. 

As a market for British cars Australia takes the breath 
away; as a country for the motorist she has tremendous 
possibilities; as a nation of motorists her people approxi- 
mate to us. Most of them want something more than mere 
transport. And as individuals Australians continually sur- 
prised me by their awareness of their country’s problems 
and potentialities. They talk straight, with a candour that 
never approaches rudeness, and as I travel in memory once

They have one great 
thing in common—enterprise. An enterprise which effec- 
tively blows away from the visitor the clinging cobwebs of 
the old country and makes him wish that he could stay to 
watch the fight of these men to succeed and go on succeed- 
ing against the insidious effects of poor labour and remote 
government.

(tradesmen) and £15 a week unskilled, and goes across to 
the barber for a haircut at 4s 6d. The Australian pound 
stands at 16s British, and the British pound would slide 
vis-a-vis the dollar if it were not pegged. Inflation? 

Mr. Menzies’ Government took another slash at it recently, 
arousing hostility nearly everywhere in doing so. It is 
healthy to be “agin the government ”—true liberals are the 
world over—but the feeling in Australia holds more con- 
tempt than elsewhere. Your Australian tolerates his State 
legislature (and detests that of the rival State across the 
border); but for Canberra he reserves a derision which can 
speedily become contempt. To go from Sydney to Can- 
berra is to understand why. Sydney does not bustle—the 
South Sea island climate ensures that—but it is cheerfully 
alive. Canberra is mummified. 

It is a beautiful city, green with a selection of trees that 
have a permanent spring freshness after the gum trees else- 
where. The setting is a vast saucer in shallow hills: the: 
public buildings are distinguished, the private residences 
quite beautiful. Australian domestic architecture is often 
straight from the pages of Homes and Gardens. But Can- 
berra is sprawled and confusing. It is a dumb-bell in shape, 
with a hexagonal street plan at one end, and a roundabout 
at the other—an essay in the gloriously impractical. I got 
lost twice my way on foot from Parliament House 
to the Hotel Canberra, a distance of about. two hundred 
yards, and local drivers feel that the black trackers from the 
Northern Territories might make a good living in this civil 
servants’ Utopia. 

The air about Canberra is restful, detached, academic; 
but I doubt if it is the same air that shimmers in the wide 
streets of Adelaide or whisks briskly round the docks at 
Hobart, in Tasmania. “Have the aboriginals a vote?” 
The question was asked in the House of Representatives.

T was from Canberra that we struck out for our first 

motoring journey—135 miles up to the watershed of the 
Great Dividing Range to see Australia’s “TVA project” 
—the Snowy Mountains hydro-electric scheme.. The bitu- 
men road gave way to dirt, on which the grader was 
working. Graders have an angular scoop like a bulldozer’s 
which skims the road surface and planes away a bit of the 
bank, pushing the residue out into the highway in order

that it may be rolled in. At first the dirt was a good, fast 
surface, however dusty the way behind for the following 
car. After Cooma it grew worse and was corrugated and 
execrably potholed. Loose gravel lies on the outside of 
bends; boulders are not infrequent. Watercourses—usually 
dry—cross the fairway. This is a main road—the Monaro 
Highway—running on through Tumut and Wagga; even so 
it is a car breaker, and serves to introduce the subject of 
Australian roads. 

A vast, young country has a big road commitment, but 
it is one that cannot be dodged. A contemporary of mine 
suggested that as Australians already pay far more per head 
on roads than the British, the bill cannot be still further 
stiffened, and therefore car manufacturers must make cars 
to suit existing bush tracks. I do not agree. Citizens of 
a new country must be prepared to pay heavily for their 
fundamental installations; no comparison is valid with 
highly developed territories. There are compensations— 
land, for instance, is cheap in a young country, prohibitively 
dear in an old one. 

That does not, however, absolve the car manufacturer 
from trying to meet conditions, and the British industry 
does so with, I think, considerable success. Troubles 
crystallize into the usual complaints of dust, water and 
spring dampers. “Water?” said a Brisbane distributor. 
“The mats float!” And we examined the work done to 
try to mitigate the leakage problems, both wet and dry. 

There is no answer to dust. Manufacturers might, 
perhaps, manage to seal a luggage locker completely, but 
you cannot seal an interior because occupants insist on 
opening windows. There should be a market for plastic 
bag luggage containers, readily discardable. 

I talked to a Perth highway engineer, who disagreed with 
my contention that development followed the roads; he 
thought that the roads must follow development because 
it was uneconomic to thrust them out into space. 

The point is academic; what mattered was that the 
engineer was a road builder. He had built a tarmac high- 
way from Perth to Kalgoorlie, nearly 400 miles, at only 
£3,200 a mile; it was virgin country and a Jaguar has done 
115 miles along the strip in two hours. He has found that 
a single-stone top dressing (about jin thick) will stand up 
to an 8-ton axle load. If the Australian would resist loading 
axles to 12 tons the dressing would stand the racket longer. 
But worst of all are the users of such giant vehicles as 
Euclid tractors and scrapers, who pump up Michelin X 
tyres to 110 lb per sq in. “You might as well set about 
the surface with a pile driver.” . 

Most Australians agree that the road policy is ineffective; 
the Englishman is reminded of home. Most of them blame 
the powerful vested interest of railway ownership, alleging 
favouritism for rail. This is notoriously inefficient. There 
are varying gauges as well as other drawbacks. Fifteen per 
cent of Australian milk cost is transport. Sheep are loaded 
110 miles from Melbourne at 8 a.m., Monday, to get to the 
city’s Newmarket by 6 a.m., Tuesday—22 hours, 5 m.p.h. 
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“ The Australian rides home on a sheep’s back,” is an old 
Australian adage referring to the wool-based economy. The 
sheep rides home on an iron hearse.

“ Music for the People” . . the open air theatre was 
playing “ Tosca” to the summery za on the sunlit lawns 
of Melbourne’s beautiful Botanic Gardens. A blue palm 
dripped a golden inflorescence across a path. I had tea 
in the shade of other palms down by a lake that was 
gorgeous with water lilies. The beauty of the open spaces 
in the State capitals is outstanding; Australia has been lucky 
in her landscapists. The woman who served me with tea 
smiled in kindly fashion and the tea was hot, strong and 
good. “Nothing to eat?” she queried i ly, for 
Australians feed well. I shook my head and thanked her. 
The sunlight splashed down. Butterflies challenged the 
vivid flowers of autumn. “Tosca” was still coming from 
the open air stage, and this seemed a Saturday afternoon 
full of Australian gold.

‘HE words of the Melbourne City Watersheds Engineer 
can be readily adapted to Australia as a whole, for 
water is the limitation that is set on her expansion. The 
Snowy Mountains scheme—an ambitious diversion of rivers 
to run west instead of east, coupled with dams and tunnels 
to underground power stations—is evidence of the conti- 
nent’s thirst; the parched interior is a manifestation of it. 
Across that interior it is doubtful if roads will ever reach 
much of a standard—the aircraft is so obviously the means 
of transport. From west to east the Perth road engineer 
made out a convincing case for leaving transport for many 
years to the railway, already existent. But those who live 
in the interior use cars: they abuse them, too. The Land- 
Rover is the best contemporary vehicle but it is expensive. 
What must the specification be? 

Well, the outback is cattle and sheep country, sometimes so 
poor that support is measured in acres per beast instead 
of beasts per acre. In such country a cattle station may 
be 100,000. square miles and have fifty vehicles in its fleet. 
The aboriginal boundary riders will ride motor cycles and 
the stores truck will take three weeks to do the circuit 
of their camps; 50 to 60,000 cattle may be in their charge. 

The men from the outback are tough. You can still 
discover some 
who find amuse- 
ment in placing

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which they sink up to the axle. They’ll use a car to chase 
kangaroos, dingoes, emus or foxes, and they will, in these 
properous times, drive it for 13,000 miles and then throw 
it away and buy another. Ground clearance is all-important, 
and many a sump has been wrecked for lack of it. The 
Austin A.90 earns respect, the Volkswagen very little; it 
tires the driver and is expensive on spares. This “ rough- 
riding” Australian market is a small one, but it would be 
nice to satisfy it. One hopes that a modified version of 
B.M.C. cars, intended specially for the outback, will even- 
tually emanate from Victoria Park. If so, Britain will have 
gone one better than G.M. with the Holden. 

But while water is essential, it should not be regarded 
as the sine qua non. Wonders are being worked with trace 
elements—tiny quantities of metals without which the soil 
cannot support life—and when soil has a good heart much 
can be grown on a small rainfall, for the humus holds water. 
The fight for water is also a matter of holding ground. 
Australia today is an example of the erosion of eternity, 
and local erosion is still going on. A heavy rainfall with a 
quick run-off will leave a miniature Colorado Canyon down 
a hillside, and the motorist encounters great areas alongside 
the road where erosion is being arrested by the State 
authorities as an example to land-owners—by contour 
ploughing and stream diversion. An Englishman looks 
askance at the habits with timber, and hopes that what he 
has been told about clearing being done under skilled super- 
vision is true. Yet he thinks of his wooded slopes at-home 
and observes that already, over great areas, Australia has 
denuded herself of timber when she needs it so much more 
than we do in this wet little island of the North Seas.

ROM an American who has adopted Australia as his 
country came this variation on the old plainsman’s 
motte. We were heading north out of Brisbane towards a 
sheep station. We might equally have been heading west

out of Sydney, north out of Melbourne, east from Adelaide 
or inland from Perth; even north from Hobart. The first 
thought of the Australian land-owner seems to be to clear 
his land of timber, and to do so he ring-barks the eucalyptus. 

Ring-barking is the cutting of a complete band of bark 
away from the tree about two feet from the ground, where- 
upon the tree slowly dies. The landscape away from the 
cities is, therefore, a cemetery in which the dead have risen 
to stand imploringly in their clean-picked bones. Earning 
only the callous observation of the passer-by, they slowly 
collapse to the earth beneath, sometimes helped by bush 
fire, sometimes blown down by a Pacific storm. The euca- 
lyptus often has a twisted growth, and these tortured rem- 
nants, glimpsed across the intervening boneyard, look like 
weird animals, carnivorously cannibalistic. 

“Ghost gums,” I see Arthur Groom calls them, for I 
assume that he means the dead ones. I think the live ones 
can be ghostly, too. We drove away from Howards Motors, 
of Brisbane, under a scalding sun of midday, out into cattle 
country. Over to the right was green pasture and beyond 
that a great drift of gums advancing on a broad front. Their 
trunks were a pallid, luminous grey in the sunshine and 
I wondered what they would look like by night. I think 
that they would seem, under the great high moon of the 
tropics, a phantom tribe of aboriginals padding in from the 
Never-Never, coming to see what had happened to their 
ancestral lands. 

* * * 

The waitress at the hotel is heavily beautiful. Her hair, 
parted in the middle, bunches out at the nape of her neck 
and her accent is clipped and close-lipped. A Slav, you 
reckon, and she did, indeed, come from Jugoslavia. It was 
difficult, at first . . . customers could not understand why 
their orders were not intelligible. But now . . . she exchanges 
a joke with the diminutive wine waitress, also from Eastern 
Europe, and there is happiness in this corner of the Sapphire 
Room. 

The Australian waitress is very kindly, seeming to sense 
that the observer is lonely, twelve thousand miles away from 
base. You hope that the head waiter will show you to this 
warm European corner of the restaurant for breakfast and 
are charmed by the goodnights. Yes, the fascination per- 
sists, even in Sydney.

otherwise almost unchanged since its introduction, 
the larger models of the Morris range have remained 
similar only in name. The Oxford has been replaced by 
a new model, and the Cowley has reappeared in a form 
similar to the Oxford, but with a smaller engine. Now the 
Morris Six, which disappeared from production some time 
ago, has been replaced by the Isis, the largest and most 
expensive model in the current range. 

It is a four/six-seater family saloon with the B.M.C. six- 
cylinder, 2.6-litre o.h.v. engine. Of conservative appear- 
ance, and with overall dimensions moderate in relation to 
the ample seating capacity, the Isis appeals to the business- 
man, active or retired, who enjoys effortless travel with 
economy, and who does not place rapid acceleration and 
high-speed handling among a car’s most important charac- 
teristics. In standard form the Isis is quite highly geared 
and therefore restful on long journeys, a quality which may 
be increased further by purchase as an optional extra of 
the automatic overdrive, similar to that fitted to the car 
tested. 

During the course of many hundreds of miles in England 
the car proved tractable under all conditions and its com- 
pactness was appreciated. Unobtrusive, it assumed the 
role of willing horse in our thoughts. 

The high gearing makes the car equally suitable for the 
Continent and overseas countries where road and traffic 
conditions allow speed to be maintained. In normal top, 
high cruising speeds can be used without fear of rapid 
engine wear. Even at speeds in the upper seventies there 
is no sign of mechanical stress. In overdrive top it is im- 
possible to strain the engine by over-revving, as the car 
reaches its maximum speed while r.p.m. still remain 
moderate. The overdrive works on the kick-down principle 
on three of the four forward speeds. There is, therefore, 
a total of seven forward gears, although there would be no 
point in using them in succession. 

Overdrive can be locked out of action completely by a 
knob under the facia. With this manual control set appro- 
priately, overdrive can be engaged on second, third or top 
by easing off the throttle pedal until a gentle take-up in 
the transmission indicates that the higher ratio has engaged. 
The normal gear may be regained by pressing the throttle 
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pedal right down, so that a switch under the pedal is 
operated. The throttle need not be kept down fully to 
retain the normal ratio, once it has been re-engaged. 

Acceleration is better through the orthodox ratios due 
to the pause required before engagement of overdrive, but 
all the gears have their uses. For example, because normal 
third is immediately available on kick-down, overdrive 
third—which itself permits speeds of 80 m.p.h—may be 
preferred in place of normal top (to which its ratio is very 
close) for driving in winding country. 

Having in mind that the Isis is primarily a comfortable 
family car, particularly well suited to easy cruising at 
reasonable speeds, many British buyers will probably not 
consider the extra cost of an overdrive to be justifiable for 
their uses. The top gear overall ratio of 4.1 to 1 is high 
enough for the majority of drivers and covers a wide range 
of speeds from 10 to 80 mp.h. But the overall ratio of 
2.87 to 1, provided by overdrive top, is really worth while 
for travelling long distances, with clear roads. The 
economy provided by this ratio may decide some home Isis 
buyers in its favour. Owners would have no difficulty in 
obtaining over 30 m.p.g. using overdrive, and a representa- 
tive figure for day-to-day driving would be 26 m.p.g.—a 
good average for a 24-litre saloon. 

The engine is smooth and quiet and there is no vibration 
in the transmission, but on the car tested the rear axle 
could be heard on the over-run. The car always started’ 
without hesitation, but the engine takes an unusually long 
time to warm up. Full choke had to be retained for some 
time; the engine would not pull with normal mixture until 
at least two or three miles had been covered. 

The gear box has synchromesh on the upper three ratios 
and is operated by a steering column change which, in 
operation, neither pleased nor offended. Third and top 
gears are farthest away from the driver, which is not the 
ideal placing for the ratios which are used most frequently. 
It is not possible to make very fast changes between third 
and second, or vice versa, and the synchromesh action can 
be beaten. However, for the way that this type of car 
would normally be used, the change mechanism is satis- 
factory. 

Reverse gear is engaged by pulling the lever out before 
moving it rearward, and if the lever is moved cleanly the 
gear is engaged without difficulty. There is room for the 
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left foot off the clutch, which is particularly important on 
this car as the clutch pedal is sensitive. Di ement 
results from only light pressure on the pedal. - 

The suspension provides a comfortable ride over virtually 
any type of surface. The front wheels will mount a low 
kerb without the passengers noticing the rise. It is soft, 
but not to a degree that would luce sea-swell effects. 
The steering has a reasonable 44 turns from lock to lock, 
and the mechanism transmits just about the right amount 
of road feel without vibration or too much kick. The lock 
itself is good.

Visibility is good. The windscreen pillars are quite thin, 
the screen itself deep and with its base low. Both front

The rear view through a wide mirror is good, 

itself is well placed to avoid obstruction 
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of forward vision. The wipers leave a large inverted V 
unwiped in the centre of the screen which can greatly 
reduce visibility, particularly at night. 

The arrangement of the controls is neat, but better in 
appearance than in practice. There are two dials con- 
veniently in view, that on: the left housing the ammeter, 
oil pressure, water temperature and fuel level gauges, and 
in the right hand one are mounted the accurate speedometer, 
with total and trip mileage recorders, and a clock. 

Below these is a row of knobs operating, 
from left to right, the wipers, choke, panel 
light, ignition, lights, heater temperature, 
and the starter. As the steering wheel and 
front seat are well back from the facia, the 
driver must lean forward to reach these 
minor controls. The distance of the light 
switch from the driver is particularly irk- 
some in certain circumstances. 

The radio would normally be fitted as 
requested by the owner. That in the car 
tested was not very conveniently placed 
beside and to the left of the steering column. 

Four controls dispersed around the facia 
operate the heating system, which did not 
prove “man enough” for really cold cli- 
mates. High on the facia is the control 
adjusting the amount of fresh or recirculated 
air to be used; below it is the switch for the 
rather obtrusive fan motor. A swinging arm 
under the facia varies distribution between 
screen and car, and a knob next to the starter 
—stiff to pull out—controls the temperature. 

Perhaps the running temperature of the 
engine was to blame for inadequate heating, 
rather than the heater itself. The water 
thermometer, which does not register figures, seldom indi- 
cated as high as the “N” for normal. From the middle 
of the front seat floor projects a deflector for the hot air 
from the fan. 

The manufacturer’s claims for high quality seem to be 
justified. The general finish re is good, and the 
interior looks all the better for having hide upholstery and 
trim. There are matching carpets, with rubber under the 
driver’s heels: Out of character is the absence of any arm- 
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rests in the front compartment, but there are fixed side 
armrests at the rear and a folding one in the centre. Leather 
door pulls are fitted in place of armrests on the front doors. 
Leg room is good, that at the rear remaining sufficient for 
a tall passenger when the front seat is at the limit of its 
rearward adjustment. 

Excellent Morris practice is continued in the use of a 
washable plastic roof lining. On the driver’s door pillar is

Search of 


ENGLISH CHEESES

FULL OF MILK AND WHOLESOME 


ALL me an unimaginative stick-in-the-mud if you 

like, but I like journeys with a purpose. Even on 

a pleasure jaunt, it adds to my enjoyment if I have 
something definite to look forward to. What I had in 
mind was to go in search of English cheeses in the places 
where they are made. A wise dispensation of Providence 
has made the cows country-dwellers, and parts of England 
the ideal feeding places for the animals whose milk pro- 
duces the gloriously varied range of English cheeses— 
Cheddar, Cheshire, Cerphilly, Gloucester, Lancashire, 

Wensleydale, Leicester, Stilton. 

Many believe that two world wars and long years of 
food rationing have killed the old traditions and crafts that 
go with farmhouse cheese-making. Not so. English farm- 
houses are still making English cheeses in the traditional 
way in those districts where the grass is rich, and the milk 
is thick with cream, and the skill has been transmitted 
ee 

So, the extended circuit I covered was highly rewarding 
and can be commended to tourists planning unusual holi- 
days not too far from home. The first lap of my journey 
went from London to the west country, home of that best- 
known of English cheeses—Cheddar. The road to the 
Mendip district, where this is made, is a pleasant one— 
once you are well out of town. It leads over Staines, the 
Egham by-pass, Virginia Water, Bagshot, Andover and 
Amesbury to Bruton and it was there in an old-fashioned 
grocer’s shop that I found the object of my quest: my first 
real Cheddar farmhouse cheese. 

From Bruton (A359), over Castlecary, I proceeded to 
Yeovil where, at that fine old inn “The George,” I was 
served good, honest English fare graced with Cheddar and 
washed down with excellent west country cider. If you 
are curious of industrial matters, you may wish to visit one 
or other of the interesting glove factories for which Yeovil 
is famous; previous enquiries at leading firms will generally 
meet with favourable response. 

From Yeovil, over roads A3088, 303, 358 and 38, I arrived 
at Taunton, in the cider-making vale of Taunton Dean. 
Another very eatable meal at the Castle Inn was crowned

minors, are also available. With its delicate flavour, genuine 
Cheddar is best eaten in its natural state with brown bread 
and butter. 

It is also in the pleasant county of Somerset that we 
find another farmhouse cheese originally made in Wales, 
ie., Cerphilly. This delicate produce, fragrant with a 
clean, mild tang, was formerly made in the Glamorgan 
village of that name, in the shadow of its medieval castle. 
At present, it is found mainly in Somerset, but also in Wilt- 
shire, Devon and Dorset. It is a small cheese made of 
full cream milk; its uniformly white colour is as charac- 
teristic as its slightly moist body. 

Having explored the west country, my journey went 
northwards to Cheshire via Bath, Bristol aaa Gloucester. 
I need not expatiate here on the many attractions of Bath 
and Bristol; the latter is the best market for west country 
cheeses. 

Gloucestershire has given its name to two cheeses, the 
single and the double Gloucester, of which unfortunately 
only the double is available at present. Made in the fertile 
Vale of Berkeley, of whole milk with cream added, it 
resembles its county neighbour, the Cheddar, but is flatter 
in shape and matures more quickly, has a moister, creamier 
texture, with a mellow, fairly full flavour and a naturally 
rich colour; its shape is that of a large, heavy grindstone, 
but double Gloucester minors have been introduced for the 
convenience of the traveller and the housewife. 

On my way, I passed through Worcester, famous for its 
impressive cathedral with its fine choir and Lady chapel, 
as well as for porcelain, gloves and other wares—but not 
particularly renowned for cheese; Bewdley, known mainly 
as the birthplace of Stanley Baldwin; and Bridgnorth, 
renowned for its carpets. 

From Shrewsbury, a run of four miles took me to 
Oswestry, one of the places where real Cheshire farmhouse 
cheese may be readily found. The making of this variety 
goes back to even more ancient times than that of Cheddar. 
It is, indeed, the oldest English cheese to which any refer- 
ence can be found, and 12th-century writers refer to its 











excellence. It was a favourite in Elizabethan times and is 
again becoming so under Elizabeth II. 

“eThe people of Cheshire (or “ Cheese-shire,” as it has been 
amusingly called) claim that their cheese, unlike Cheddar, 
cannot be made successfully out of its native county. 
is because it derives its characteristics from the highly saline 
soil there, which gives a unique tang to the milk of 
Cheshi cattle. 

Genuine Cheshire, that “quick, fat, rich, well-tasted 
cheese,” is firm but not hard in body, free and granular in 
texture, mild and mellow in flavour. Looser and more 
crumbly than Cheddar, it is made in three variations which, 
as befit one of the most famous of English cheeses, are red, 
white and blue. Red Cheshire (thus named though the 
actual shade is nearer orange) is the most widely known 
variety, while the old blue, which is Cheshire in its richest 
and most mature form, is the rarest and most coveted. 

Apart from the blue-veined variety, Cheshire is uniform 
throughout in colour. It comes in cylinders weighing about 
50 Ib, but, here again, minors of about 2 Ib can now be got. 
Good e can keep for four months without deteriora- 
tion, and its high cream content makes it eminently suit- 
able for toasted cheese. 

I found it almost wherever I roved in Cheshire; in Whit- 
church (Shropshire) and at Nantwich, another picturesque 
old town with a handsome church and many quaint old 
half-timbered houses; at Crewe, the unlovely railway junc- 
tion and locomotive works town, and of course, at Chester. 

From there my quest led to Lancashire and, in the first 
place, to “ Proud Preston,” once the capital of the Duchy 
of Lancaster, and a centre for the excellent cheese known 
as Lancashire. This is a round rennet cheese, more open 
in texture than Cheddar and also appreciably softer, with 
a smooth, silky body, a mild, slightly acid flavour during the 
first two months of ripening, while, after three months, it 
becomes mellow and differs from other hard-pressed 
varieties in that it will spread like butter. 

Real farmhouse Lancashire is made mainly in the Fylde, 
the lowly region between the estuaries of the Wyre and

Ribble, not far from Preston. It is the typical harvest 
cheese, ideal for eating with a well-buttered, crusty cottage 
loaf.and pickled onions. Ripe Lancashire forms a custard- 
like cream of delicious quality. 

In quest of the renowned Wensleydale farmhouse cheese, 
I had to travel a long way northwards from Preston, through 
the cotton towns of Blackburn, Accrington, Burnley, Nelson, 
Settle and Sedbergh to Kirkby Stephen in Westmorland. 

This is the most convenient starting point for the York- 
shire dales, one of the most beautiful of which is Wensley- 
dale, the upper valley of the Ure, just below Jervaulx 
Abbey. In that pastoral scene, generations of patient crafts- 
men and women have evolved the cheese known by the 
name of that dale. With its lovely honeyed after-taste, it 
is surely the most subtly flavoured of all cheeses. It comes 
in two varieties—one is the double cream cheese, cylindrical 
in shape like a Stilton, the other a flat-shaped, white cheese, 
which is eaten fresh and does not generally go blue. It 
differs from Stilton in being lightly pressed and is also 
somewhat closer in texture. : 

This trip being devoted to English cheeses, and time 
being short, I had to deprive myself of the pleasure of 
seeking another fine British cheese in its natural habitat, 
the Dunlop, but I managed to get it in Yorkshire. Dunlop, 
a creamy white, mild cheese, has been one of the glories of 
Scotland for the past two or three hundred years. Fully 
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In the Glastonbury district again 
—Tilham Farm, Baltonsborough, 
typical of many 
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ripened, it gives a sharper but by no means unpleasant 
tang, and its texture is particularly suitable for toasting. 

From Barnard Castle I started southwards to Richmond 
in Yorkshire, defiantly towering above the foaming Swale 
and dominated by its Norman castle. There, I was lucky 
enough to obtain some delicious Yorkshire cheese, which I 
ate immediately as, being unsalted, it doesn’t*keep. 

Hence, I went over Middleham and the cathedral town of 
Ripon to Doncaster, and through picturesque Derbyshire. 
The finely blended qualities of prime Derbyshire, which I 
was lucky enough to obtain at Derby, make it equally 
acceptable at the gourmet’s dinner or as the worker’s fare 
“Full of milk and wholesome,” it has a pronounced tangy 
flavour, and is flat in shape, with a diameter of 14 to 16ir 
and a depth of Sin; the colour is uniformly white. It is no 
well known outside its own county but is worth going tc 
some trouble to get. It is often sold when only four weeks 
old, but it does not really deliver its full, clean and mild 
taste until it has ripened for six months. 

Leaving Derbyshire, I set out through Loughborough to 
Leicester in quest of Leicester cheese. This is a hard 
variety, made from whole milk, somewhat in the same 
manner as Cheddar. Redder even than red Cheshire, and 
more crumbly, it is distinguished by its millstone shape and 
by its flavour, of which it has been said, perhaps somewhat 
unkindly, that it is even better outdoors than in. Excellent 
for making cheese pastry for covering cherry or apple pies, 
it is also delectable when eaten separately with them. 

I had cunningly arranged my trip so as to leave the best 
for the last. From Leicester, centre of the hosiery trade 
and traditional residence of King Lear and his daughters, 
I travelled theough Uppingham and the ancient city of Peter- 
borough, with its splendid Norman cathedral, to Stilton in 
Huntingdonshire. It is from the Bell Inn here that the 
famous cheese thus called started its world-wide reputation, 
after having been publicized by Daniel Defoe in his Tour 
Through England and Wales, published in 1724. Today, 
it is made mainly in the district of Melton Mowbray of 
fox-hunting fame, in the Vale of Belvoir and in the Dove 
Valley. 

Stilton has often been called the king of cheeses. It is 
related to Roquefort and Gorgonzola, the same penicillium 
mould being used for all three. About 17 gallons of finest 
quality milk are used for each cheese, which weighs about 
14 Ib at maturity. 

It is creamy white in colour, with the veins of blue mould 
radiating from the centre and evenly distributed throughout. 
When fully matured, after three to four months, blue-veined 
Stilton (which Charles Lamb picturesquely called rainbow- 
hued) has a clean, mild flavour and a velvety, flaky and 
open texture. It is often served scooped out of the whole 
cheese, but this, I was assured at the Bell Inn, is a heinous, 
heterodox sin. The right principle is: “cut high, cut low, 
cut level”; in other words it should first be cut in half, and 
then level across the face. 


One of the west country’s touring attractions, the magnificent

mobile caravanning, in its best sense, 
is no longer possible. This is both true 
and untrue. If a caravanner now expects 
to drive up to a popular resort in August 
to find an orchard with squirrels peeping 
round the boughs at him, then he is 
doomed to disappointment. 

On the other hand, just slightly inland 
from the coast and in the more remote 
parts of Britain, there are still very many 
— sites to visit—still places where a 

cadet bird orchestra is yours with- 
out the asking, and other places where 
only the “plop” of rising fish disturbs 
the serene silence of a placid lake. 

Where are these places? One must 
go and look for them. Both the Caravan 
Club and the British Caravanners’ Club 
issue extensive sites lists, and it is from 
these and from personal friendships that 
the places for better caravanning are to 
be found. Obviously, if one lives in a 


l might appear, at first sight, that on 


big city, these spots are scarcely attain- 
able for ordinary weekends, but to take 
their place are the meets arranged by the 
two clubs. 

These always have some object; many 
are laid on in connection with other 
events such as, for instance, Henley 
Regatta or Goodwood motor racing. 
Others have as their object a quiet week- 
end in the countryside and, again, there 
are others of a more sophisticated type 
where a dinner and dance at a road- 
house or hotel is the main entertainment. 
All have in common the pleasure of 
comradeship. 

While on the subject of sites and 
where to find them, it must be remem- 
bered that of recent years the Continent 
has opened up for the mobile caravanner 
in quite an amazing fashion. The 
modern motor roads—compared with 
which the best of ours look like alley- 
ways—make long mileages easily pos- 
sible, and to serve the caravanner in 
transit many of the Continental towns 
have municipal sites plainly signposted. 

There are, in addition, casual sites 
galore, and it is quite the usual thing to 
stay in town squares. When using the 
latter, however, be warned by what 
happened to some acquaintances. Having 
slept heavily after a very long day’s 
driving, they woke to find a market had 
grown up round them and were unable 
to move. 

For people with plenty of time on their 
hands, Continental caravanning is the 
perfect holiday. About £40 pays the 
return fare of a car and four-berth van 
across the Channel; what is spent over

tastes and mileages, but it is all yours 
from Sweden to the French Riviera— 
the Alpes Maritimes, Massif Central and 
Pyrenees are all waiting to be explored.

Only by doing so can peace of 
mind and a good road performance be 
found, for it will be obvious that most 
of the interesting countryside is in the 
hills and mountains. A wise precaution 
is to keep the weight of the caravan 
within three-quarters of that of the tow- 
ing vehicle. This should allow for a very 
reasonable road performance without ill- 
treating the car. 

A word of warning in regard to this— 
on the side of each van there is painted 
a figure purporting to be its unladen 
weight. This is a requirement of ' the 
law, but since what constitutes unladen 
weight has never been specified, the 
figures used bear little or no relation to 
the actual weight of the vans on which 
they are painted. Insist on a true ex-

are large models accommodated: the Liverpool to 
Belfast, and Fishguard to Cork lines, for instance. Passen- 
gers must pay the ordinary fare in addition to the vehicle 
charge. In most cases ships sail outwards or inwards once 
a day (or night, for some crossings are made in the hours 
of darkness). A lot of time is saved by using the Silver 
City air ferry route, but this entails a journey to Castle 
Kennedy airfield, near Stranraer, to catch the plane. On 
the other hand, if shipping routes are used, vehicles must 
be alongside several hours before the vessel sails, and the 
crossing itself, of course, takes much longer. By sea, cars 
are taken at owner’s risk, although Silver City insure 
vehicles while in their charge.

ditions—even in mid-August—that is northern 

Ireland as we saw it last summer. As we pene- 
trated farther west into Donegal we found that the clock 
seemed to slip back also, and the conditions became more 
and more reminiscent of England in the nineteen-twenties 
and thirties. 

We took our Prefect across to Larne and spent the first 
week leisurely exploring the bold and rugged coastline of 
Antrim; the second week we followed the even wilder coast 
of Donegal along the north and some way down the west 
side. The main roads and many of the subsidiary ones in 
Antrim are excellent, particularly the much advertised coast 
road which runs along the edge of the sea as far north as 
Cushendall before turning inland and climbing on to the 
moors. A few miles farther and you would be well advised 
to make the small detour to include the delightfully situated 
village of Cushendun. From here one may rejoin the main 
road or, preferably, follow the sign-post pointing to “ Scenic 
Road.” 

Narrow and winding, but well surfaced, it runs between

fuchsia hedges along the cliff tops, affording splendid views 
not only of Antrim but also of the Scottish coast, here only 
about sixteen miles away. There are several steep hills, 
some of which must approach 1 in 5, with sharp bends, but 
the good surface makes this route a delight to all who enjoy 
driving for its own sake. Several diversions involving a 
little walking are recommended from this road to Torr 
Head, Murlough Bay, and Fair Head. This latter, the north- 
eastern corner of Ireland, involves a longish ‘and rather 
rough walk, but the stupendous cliffs rising over 600 feet 
sheer from the sea make the effort well worth while. 

Rejoining the main road near Ballycastle the route now 
runs westward along the northern coast, passing many places 
of interest such as Carrick a Raide, Giant’s Causeway, and 
several pleasant resorts such as Portrush and Portstewart. 
Reaching Londonderry, whose ancient walls still stand, one 
visits the Customs Station before covering the last few miles 
to the frontier post and so into Eire. It is perhaps appro- 
priate to reflect that one now enters Donegal, part of 
southern Ireland which lies to the north of much of northern 
Ireland! 

Westwards of the border the coast consists of a number 
of large peninsulas separated by sea inlets running many 
miles inland. Each has its own character and is well worth 
exploring. Tremendous cliffs abound, interspersed with 
numerous beaches, large and small, of beautiful white sand 
upon which the clear waters of the Atlantic break ceaselessly. 
Many of them you will have to yourself save perhaps for 
a seal popping his head out of the water to view the intruder. 

Traffic here is very light indeed, much more so even than 
in Antrim. Thus it is that there is a marked absence of 
the many restrictions to which we have become accustomed; 
no speed restrictions, no zebra crossings, no automatic lights 
(at least we saw none in about 1,000 miles) and a marked 
reduction in the rash of signs which decorate our roads 
nowadays. We renewed our acquaintance with many types 
of road surface which we had long forgotten such as the 
metalled road with a thin skin of well worn tarmac, and 
the main road whose tempting surface lures the unwary 
motorist to put his foot down, only to find that it harbours 
occasional well-concealed waves which will probably

acquaint his passengers’ heads with the car roof. How well 
we remember certain stretches of road many years ago 
where bitter experience taught us to memorize the position 
of each wavy stretch! 

To increase the illusion of being back in the past the farm 
dogs run barking alongside, sheep decide to amble across 
the road at the very last moment, and in many places petrol 
is still supplied from hand pumps—and it is cheaper too, 
but not, alas, cheap enough to complete the illusion. It is 
seldom that one is able to revisit the past so completely 
while still enjoying the advantages of today. With the help 
of modern engines, brakes, and suspensions, conditions 
which might once have been sources of anxiety appear now 
merely in the guise of interesting experiences, and when it 
rains, as rain it sometimes does in western Ireland, one has 
only to press a knob to start the twin windscreen wipers 
instead of having to get out periodically and rub a raw 
potato over the windscreen! 

Of course, the attractions of such a tour do not rest solely 
upon the memories evoked of motoring in the inter-war 
years. To the lover of wild coastal scenery combined with 
moorland, mountain and lough, it would be difficult to 
surpass. Together with the patchwork of tiny fields with 
their richly variegated colours, especially at harvest time, 
and the sea shading from deepest blue to palest jade green 
as it shallows over the white sand, it is a fruitful field for 
artist and photographer, especially for the worker in colour. 
The ladies will find much to interest them in the local pro- 
ducts such as tweeds and rugs and such like. 

The way of life of the people is sufficiently different from 
our own to remind us that we are “abroad,” although with- 
out difficulty of passport, language or unfamiliar rule of the

road. Everywhere, the tiny cottages glisten whitely; their 
beautifully thatched roofs, intricately secured against Atlantic 
gales, are examples of a highly developed art. So too, in 
another form, are the curraghs. Frail boats made of tarred 
canvas stretched over a framework literally of twigs tied 
with string, these craft would be considered by most of us 
as unsafe to cross the Serpentine in a breeze, yet the west of 
Ireland fishermen pursue their calling all round these iron- 
bound Atlantic coasts in them. Watch one being launched 
and reflect how evolution through the centuries has pro- 
duced a type of boat admirably suited to the conditions 
under which it has to work. Nor must we omit to mention 
the donkeys, still extensively used for the local transport of 
such goods as peat and seaweed, both important items in 
the economy of these parts. 

Reference has already been made to the many beaches 
available for sun and sea bathing. There are also a number 
of golf courses, while fishing and shooting are reputed to be 
plentiful and cheap. Of this we cannot speak from personal 
experience except to say that the presence of plenty of 
salmon and sea-trout in some of the rivers was obvious in 
the conditions of low water prevailing last summer.

Preparing the Car for the Tour. We were conscious that it was getting on in years, 
and therefore resolved to check everything which could possibly break, and at the 
same time, by doing the work ourselves, learn how it was put together so that in the 
event of trouble we should know where to look and what to expect. Spares are 
difficult to get abroad, but mechanics are plentiful and usually good. They are very 
often able, even in the meanest garage, to modify or make a component fit your vehicle. 

We de-coked some time before we were due to leave, and so gave the engine time to 
settle down. The valve springs were replaced because they are cheap and highly 
stressed. The sump was dropped, big ends tested for play, and oil filter cleaned. 

Fresh oil was put into the sump, differential and gear box, and new plugs were fitted. 
The contact breaker gap and ignition timing were adjusted, and daz setting valve 
clearances and cleaning the petrol filters, final tuning was carried out on the road. 

Attention was paid to the brakes. Each lining was examined, brake cables lubri- 
cated, and hub bearings received clean grease. The axle-shafts were inspected, particu- 
larly the splines, and new oil seals installed. It was necessary to se a universal 
joint. The car was equipped with two new tyres and a set of new inner tubes; the 
springs were treated with oil. 

A body squeak can be annoying after several days so these were located and stopped. 
Lastly, the car was cleaned and waxed and we were confident it would do all we asked. 
We tried throughout the tour to drive the car well within its limit, and at the halfway 
stage spent an hour checking oil levels and all accessible nuts, several of which we 
found loose. Self-locking nuts will, in future, be used wherever possible.

of course, there’s nothing unusual about it. 
Thousands do it every year. I know, I’ve seen 

them skimming in that direction on their coil springs and 
modern shock absorbers, and possibly feeling a bit frus- 
trated because they have packed only 
350 miles into an eight-hour day. 
But, you know, although it’s a superb 
little car mechanically, the PB has 
certain shortcomings when equipped 
with two near-six-feet adults, a fort- 
night’s luggage, and thirty pounds to 
the square inch all round in its re- 
moulds, when it is a question of aver- 
aging large daily mileages over French 
cobbles and Swiss mountain passes. 
To be fair, its deficiencies are entirely 
confined to passenger comfort, and, 
after all, two more months from our 
sailing date would see the twentieth 
birthday of our little cream M.G. 

This story, then, is mainly intended 
for the “would-be” Continental 
tourist, who feels a little doubtful 
about venturing farther south than 
Dover because of the age of his 
vehicle. We have been abroad before 
on several occasions, on transport of 
the two-wheel variety, but this was 
our first venture with a wheel at each 
corner. 

During the winter we had spent 
many hours browsing through maps 
in an attempt to decide where to go. 
Every year we make up our minds to 
go somewhere different, and then 
without exception finish up poring 
lovingly over our stuck-up-with-

adhesive-tape map of Italy. We like Italy. We like the sun- 
shine, the scenery, the people, the food and the wine. I 
speak a little of the language. My husband is familiar with 
two words, quanto and troppo, and on the slightest pretext 
will hasten to demonstrate his linguistic abilities. 
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So our plans were laid. We would go to Rome, through 
Switzerland, over the Grand St. Bernard, down the Medi- 
terranean coast to Rome, and come back along the Adriatic. 
We would have a look at Garda and Como and try again 
to cross the St. Gotthard without being smothered in cloud 
and mist. The weather on this pass has somehow or other 
always tricked us and we have never yet been able to see 
farther than the next hairpin. 

At 5 a.m. on a bright Saturday morning in June, those 
inhabitants of Dunkirk who happened to be out and about 
were treated to the sight of our PB bouncing over the 
cobbles in the direction of Dijon. Our speed was limited 
as far as Arras to around forty m.p.h., but once clear of 
that town and with the improvement in the road surface 
we began to move along at around sixty, and we main- 
tained this speed over the excellent roads all day until 
Dijon in the afternoon. A check on the petrol level in 
the sensible twelve-gallon tank showed that we had aver- 
aged 38 m.p.g. during the day, and the sweet engine note 
began to rid us of any doubts we might have had as to 
whether the car would stay the course. We had earned 
a good dinner and Dijon provided us that night with one 
of the best meals we have eaten on the Continent. 

The next day started with heavy rain, which turned to 
drizzle as we travelled through the Jura to Martigny in 
Switzerland. The French-Swiss customs dealt with us very 
swiftly and only about five minutes were spent with 
formalities. Shortly afterwards the sun broke through and 
the snow-capped mountains appeared. Martigny itself is.a 
delightful place, and the camera began to earn its keep 
during the evening. 

The following morning we crossed the Grand St. Bernard. 
This pass is perhaps not the easiest; the road is for the most 
part very narrow and twisting, and the surface is smooth 
dirt, which means that wheelspin sets in quickly. Still, for 
all that I believe that this crossing is one of the most 
spectacular in Switzerland. It measures up to what a 
mountain pass should be—rugged and impressive. A layer 
of snow still lay on the road towards the top and huge banks 
of it were pushed to the sides of the road. Pretty alpine 
roses and other flowers were growing everywhere practically 
all the way. I had plenty of time to admire the scenery. 
A hissing noise, which my husband assured me was 
induction roar or some such thing, developed into a jet of 
steam. We were running a bit hot. We pulled up, casually 
unscrewed the radiator cap and began to wonder how we 
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were going to transport water from a stream below us into 
the radiator. We thought of using snow but decided against 
it on the grounds that we had only a fortnight’s holiday. 
We still chuckle at the thought of those trips to and from 
the stream with a plastic sandwich bag which held about a 
pint of water in admirable fashion. Farther on, there were 
about a dozen modern cars with their bonnets up, cooling 
off; I presume that they were fitted with fans, whereas the 
PB engine has no such device and yet still contrives to run 
cool except when asked to cover perhaps a dozen miles in 
second gear in the rarefied atmosphere of a mountain pass. 

For those who have never visited the Grand St. Bernard 
I strongly recommend that you do, and when you reach the 
top spend an hour or so and four francs on the chair-lift 
that runs from the Hospice. The view at the end of the 
ride is delightful. We were blessed with a clear sky and 
were able to see quite clearly the Matterhorn, Mont Blanc 
and all the lesser peaks. 

We ran down into Italy in glorious style, visiting Aosta, 
and followed the pretty Aosta valley into Ivrea where, after 
some enquiries, we found an excellent pensione, and stabled 
the car for the night. 


Half-pint 


After breakfast next day, we put oil in the engine for the 
first time since leaving London; about half a pint was 
necessary. Then we set sail for the Italian Riviera. At 
Allessandria, after a halt for elevenses, we took the auto- 
strada for Genoa. It seems that whether you like Genoa 
or not you’ve no option but to imperil your suspension over 
its rocky roads if you want to see the stretch of coast as far 
as Chiavari. This year we got the impression that some 
work had been done in an effort to make the roads a little 
better, but not much. For the first time we began to feel 
our rear dampers “touching bottom,” but a reduction in 
speed improved things and soon we were more than holding 
our own with the Lancias and Fiats over the twisty, hilly 
coastal road. 

The next few days were spent. in working our way down 
the side of Italy. We travelled at leisure, hurrying only 
through the popular resorts, which were rather crowded. 
We bathed in tiny coves whenevé? the fancy took us, and 
all the time the sun shone, to make us more and more 
tanned. We didn’t envy in the least those pale-faces who sat 
so serenely in their saloons. We did, in fact, travel rather

too leisurely, and, eventually, had to work our willing little 
car hard to get to Rome. 

We didn’t stay in Rome very long. Not because we were 
disappointed. On the contrary, it is a lovely city, but the 
sun was so hot, and the prospect of the Adriatic so tempting 
that we topped up with Super Benzina and moved east- 
wards, to cross Italy, via Terni, over good roads to Ancona, 
and follow the magnificent Route ~-16-all the way to Cervia 
ar very reluctantly, we left the sea and headed inland to 

adua. 

Our holiday was nearly over and we re-entered Swit- 
zerland, so starting the Gotthard climb in beautiful weather. 
As far as Airolo the sun shone splendidly, but then with 
only about two miles to reach the summit a belt of dark 
ugly cloud barred our way and the camera was tucked away. 

It started, at first, to drizzle and we put the hood up. 
Then it began to rain, lightly at first but with gathering 


momentum until suddenly the heavens fairly opened up 

It was eo to see even the radiator cap 
through the windscreen, progress was possible only 
because my husband had ons in submarines during the 
last war. The road took on the appearance of a mountain 
stream, but we splashed on, although every other vehicle 
had pulled up. We didn’t because, frankly, we believed 
that there was less chance of lightning striking a moving 
object, and anyway we were both secretly enjoying the 
experience. It certainly is unique to see lightning bouncing 
off the mountainside all around you, and to hear the 
thunder-claps echoing and re-echoing as the sound bounces 
from mountain to mountain. 

In such conditions we reached the top and as quickly 
as we dared sought a lower altitude. Then, just as suddenly 
as it started, the storm stopped and in Altdorf we applied 
our waterlogged brakes and indulged in alcoholic refresh- 
ment. Our little car looked a sad sight. We decided that 
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it must have been raining mud, because there was even 
a layer of the stuff on the hood. Still, it’s “what's under 
the bonnet that counts,” and we sauntered into Fluelen 
to choose a gasthof for the night. 

This was, without doubt, our happiest holiday. We had 
covered exactly 3,046 miles in a fortnight. We had used 
three pints of oil and averaged 42 miles to the gallon, 
and, apart from two punctures because of spoke heads, had 
had no trouble at all. I’m sure, in fact, that the little 
engine sounded sweeter at the end of the journey than at 
the beginning. 

We shall remember for a long time coming back from 

a shopping trip in Brescia to find the car surrounded by

whom explained that they had admired the rugged build 
of our car. One individual in particular was at work with 
a micrometer, measuring the thickness of the front wing 
metal and making a comparison with a car of foreign 
manufacture parked alongside.

I thanked her and asked what I owed her for her help 
and telephone calls. 

“Nothing, monsieur, it is part of our service,” she said.

Then she gave me a final word of advice. “Do not 
rush off in a hurry down the road; others waiting, they 
may dash off after you, thinking you have found a room.

A word about the GB plate. The white 
oval example issued by the organizations 
with the 10mm black lettering is the only 
legal one.

and highly styled, and a review follows, When a car is touring with a 
very full load, a rack as far forward as possible helps avoid that tail-heaviness 
which the well-laden boot may cause. Indeed, some cars are more pleasant to 
drive with a full roof rack than they are with‘a full boot. 

The rubber feet of racks should stand on the rounded parts of roof panels, 
not the less-strong flat parts. A check on the tightness of clamps should be 
made after the rack has been laden, in case any spread or settling has lowered 
the clamp members, The purpose of clamps, and any lashings you may make to 
secure luggage to the bars, is to hold down the rack and load against bouncing. 


Bars: motorists are so fortunate in the matter of the choice of roof racks 





ASM’s Continental is a close-fitting rack, 
designed for the Volkswagen, with down- 
swept side pieces. But it looks sporting 
on the Morris Minor and other British 
saloons. The sides are chromium-plated, 
and other parts silver-grey stoved enamel.

OW many bed-nights do you spend on holiday each 
year? But perhaps you don’t understand the term, 
and I should explain that it appears in a Study by 

the Tourism Committee of the Organization for European 
Economic Co-operation* with the generic heading Trends 
in Economic Sectors. . . Obviously a unit for holiday- 
makers’ habits has been invented, on the lines of “per 100 
million vehicle-miles ” (accident statistics) or “lb-ft” (small 
torque). How much more romantic it sounds to say: “I 
am going to spend 14 bed-nights at Eastbourne this year,” 
than a laconic, “Eastbourne again, I suppose—landlady 
there doesn’t object to the kids.” 

One can swell with pride at the thought of becoming just 
one more figure in that table of spots and dots and shading 
on page 13 of the report. “The main characteristic of 
these tourist currents is a fairly marked tendency—more 
pronounced each year—to turn South. Travel towards the 
sunnier parts is no longer confined to the Winter months; 
it has also conquered the Summer season.” William the 
Conqueror should, I feel, come to life again; instead of 
landing at Hastings and risking the normal depression of 
British holiday weather, he could justifiably join the dirty 
great arrow coming out of England (wide stripes on the 
chart), across France (similar markings) to the Riviera, 
which has the dignity of narrow stripes, and conquer Sar- 
dinia instead of Sussex. Incidentally, Roman invaders 
(more than 3,000,000 bed-nights of them) would meet him 
there, or am I getting my dates mixed? 

Holidays are delightful breaks in the year; many of us 
think about them long and often during 50 weeks out of the 
52. Where shall it be? To Austria, where the sun shines 
hot with what the locals call “the ultra-wiolet ray”; or that 
fascinatingly medieval town of Florence permeated with 
the spirit of Benvenuto Cellini, the cruel Medicis and all 
that? Or to France where the third class carriages are full 
of red wine and live geese poking their necks out of country- 
women’s baskets? ‘Tourism, it is called by our friends 
abroad—a new science with a subsidiary title of “Doing the 
sights,” which conjures up forlorn pictures of bewildered 
and footweary travellers grouped round a rather unintelli- 
gible guide, straining on tip-toe to see Napoleon’s favourite 
foot rest. 

Road transport, says the O.E.E.C. Committee, becomes 
increasingly popular because of “new forms of tourism, 
such as camping, caravanning; etc., which allow tourists 
great freedom of action, and the increasingly important part 
played by travel agencies which organize numerous round 
trips which are specially popular with the lower income 
groups going abroad for the first time.” Pardon me, I feel 
a bit green; must have forgotten my Kwells. 

You remember that cinque lire note which you stuck with 
the Gilli (Zucchero Semolato Extrafino) sugar packets in 
your photograph album last year? Even in the face of 
Bank of England strictures saying all (yes, all) unused 
currency must be returned to the bank immediately the 
traveller re-enters the country (failure to do so is an offence 
under... )? It might appear below the heading: “Com- 
parison between the balances of different items of the 
balance of payments of member countries in 1954 referring 
to invisible transactions””—on page 23, table 8. 
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It is difficult, however, to see in which column. _ It 
certainly isn’t “military expenditure”; it could be “other 
invisibles,” but on balance is most likely to be “total of 
invisibles (except tourism).” -Nevertheless, the fact that it 
is in your photographic album makes it distinctly visible, so 
perhaps the best thing is surreptitiously to tear the page out 
and put a guilty match to it one Sunday when the Stock 
Exchange is closed. . . The eyes and ears of Europe are 
upon you. 

There are, says the report, frontier formalities as follows : 

1. Passports. 

2. Visas. 

3. Customs formalities. 

4. Foreign currency allowances. 


There are, indeed. How bright of O.E.E.C. to discover 
these things. 

Scientific appraisal comes into its own again on the 
subject of tourist publicity: “Like any other product put 
on the market, the natural beauty spots and tourist equip- 
ment of the countries must be given proper publicity. How- 
ever, with the exception of transport and part of the hotel 
industry, there is a great difference between the tourist 
industry and the other exporting industries; this is due to 
the fact that. . .” Sorry, the prolixity of that last phrase has 
made me falter, because it very rarely gets past the sub- 
editor. 

This reduction to tables and statistical analyses is hardly 
calculated to persuade the reluctant holiday-maker overseas, 
and the highly coloured travel brochure with its pictures of a 
cloud-cuckoo land, under impossibly blue skies, will doubt- 
less be much more successful in “selling” the country to 
the tourist. A holiday is, as I have said, a carefree, joy-of- 
the-moment extravagance, 

As for accommodation, that is quite simply a matter of 
the number of beds in member countries, in neat columns 
under the headings “tourist” and “other hotels, boarding 
houses,” “youth hostels, shelters and holiday camps.” ' 

Now we reach a most interesting postulation. “Nights 
spent by foreign tourists in 1954 as compared with 1953” 
(page 60). Wait a moment, though. Surely neither was a 
leap-year, so each foreign tourist must have spent a Grand 
Total of 365 nights during each twelve-monthly period. 
(Bed-nights, probably, all of them, unless they entered for 
the Monte Carlo Rally.) 

Let us travel now to Iceland, surely one of the most 
popular tourist countries, both with the American and with 
the British? At least, it ought to be, with two pages includ- 
ing a table to its credit. Percentage increase of visitors in 
1954 compared with 1953 was 7.2; as regards foreign cur- 
rency. allowances—“ No progress had been made in this 
sphere.” Perhaps it had better be Eastbourne, after all. 

By the way, in Trends in Economic Sectors terms, do 
reading-in-bed-nights count as equal value with just 
ordinary bed-nights? SHIRLEY CARPENTER.

Speed in Australia

The event is provisionally scheduled to 
take place in May or early June, and will 
probably be held on the clay-pans in South 
Australia.

Overdrive Ford Zephyr 


]8 our Road Test of the Ford Zephyr 
(The Autocar, April 13, 1956) we 
stated in our comments on the - 
Warner overdrive that “fixed drive 
should not be engaged above 30 m.p.h.” 
This remark needs some qualification, be- 
cause it did not tell the whole story. 

It is, in fact, possible and permissible 
to lock out the overdrive at any speed, 
provided that the engine is pulling a nor- 
mal (i.e., fixed) ratio. If, however, the car 
is travelling at over 30 m.p.h. in an over- 
drive ratio, the overdrive must first be 
cut out by the kick-down method (press- 
ing the accelerator pedal down to. the 
limit) before t : operating lever can be 
pulled back t. lock the transmission in 
“ direct.” 

Below approximately 27 m.p.h. the free- 
wheel allows direct drive to engage auto- 
matically when the foot is lifted from the 
accelerator pedal, but the locking: control 
should still never be operated except when 
the engine is pulling.

look after the interests of the locality in 
such varied matters as car parking, cafa- 
vans, advertisement signs and electricity 


supply. Camping sites and historic build- 
ings come in for attention, too. The 
authorities seek to enhance beauty, but 
although the areas may be called national 
parks, no change of ownership is involved, 
nor does it confer any special rights of 
access, 

The National Parks Commission has 
issued a Country Code, which costs 4d; 
it guides visitors on various matters, in- 
cluding road safety. 


NORTHERN NATIONAL 


SIGNATION of the Northumber- 

land National Park has been con- 
firmed by the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government. The comparatively 
unspoilt hinterland of this cownty’s 
heavy industry makes — surprisingly 
pleasant touring ground for the motorist. 
The new area to enjoy the protection of 
the National Parks Commission covers 
400 square miles and includes part of 
Hadrian’s famous wall. 


NEAR PERFECT 

ISITORS to Norway frequently re- 

turn there the next year, which is as 
good a recommendation for a_ holiday 
country as can be made. Takirtg a car 
across by sea costs from £4 for a small 
vehicle, but if the motorist prefers it, 
drive-yourself cars can be hired over there 
for about £1 a day plus 4d or 5d for each 
kilometre covered; a deposit of £25 is 
required. Petrol: costs about 4s 6d a 
gallon. 

Roads in Norway are not reported to 
be as “perfect” as in Great Britain 
(although that is an adjective we our- 
selves seldom apply to our highways!) 
but they are safe and negotiable. Some 
mountain passes are closed until the end 
of May.

The statements made in “Is 
Insurance Fair” (March 16) need immediate action. First, I 
would ask L. S. how he proposes to cram 15,000 employees into

Surely we are not to be asked to compare a £3 10s premium 
for house insurance with a £15 15s car insurance? I can see 
the faces of the “sports-car fiends” who are now informed that 
they have at least one nasty accident cach year. I can assure 
L. S. that if this were the case, the insurance companies would 
long ago have considerably increased the premiums for this type 
of car and owner. 

I feel that the whole question of no claims discounts has been 
looked at in the wrong light. If action were taken to increase 
the premiums of inexperienced drivers, the result would be a 
flood of drivers placing their insurances with non-tariff offices 
which, as L, S. informs us, means the loss of customers for the 
more lucrative business. His other suggestion of a two per

IGHTEEN entries . . . thirteen 

Starters .. . five finishers—that, 

briefly, was the story of Britain’s 
first long-distance formula 1 event of the 
season—the Aintree International 200, 
final and principal race of the meeting 
run at Aintree by the B.A.R.C. last 
Saturday. The practice periods before 
the meeting had given a fair indication 
of the sort of casualty rate that might 
be expected. 

The two Vanwalls had failed to turn 
up, G. A. Vandervell sending a tele- 
gram to say that mechanical troubles 
forced him to withdraw the cars. The 
two B.R.M.s suffered from boiling of 
the brake fluid, caused by the very 
high temperatures reached by the 
single disc brake at the rear. Reg 
Parnell’s Connaught had a minor 
seizure, Salvadori’s Maserati lacked oil 
pressure, Bob Gerard’s gallant Cooper- 
Bristol—now running in 2,244 c.c. form 
—was not going well, the Emeryson 
and Horace Gould’s new Maserati had 
failed to appear . . . and so it went on. 

Fastest practice lap had been made 
by Archie Scott-Brown’s Syracuse 
Connaught, in 2min 2.8sec (lap record, 
2min 0.4sec), followed by Hawthorn 
(B.R.M.) in 2min 6sec, Titterington 
(Connaught streamliner), 2min 6.2sec, 
and Moss, in his own 250F Maserati 


Colin Davis, in the Beart entered and prepared Cooper-Norton, who 
took the lead on the final lap of the formula 3 event 


(now with drum brakes and carburet- 
tors replacing the former disc brakes 
and fuel injection), 2min 6.6sec. 

However, British . crowds were 
cheered once more by the sight of 
Archie Scott-Brown’s temporary 
leadership of the race—for nine laps, 
until the Connaught blew up—and by 
Brooks staying out in front for 34 laps, 
until a failing rear brake put the 
B.R.M. back to second position. Moss’ 
performance was outstanding. With 
the two-year-old Maserati he drove 
steadily, never lower than fourth, until 
the much more modern cars had over- 
exerted themselvés and retired; he took 
the lead on the 49th of the 67 laps and, 
having eased off considerably, lapped 
the second car (Brooks’ B.R.M.) on the 
final lap. 


Saloon Car Race 


THE ENTRY for the saloon car event 
was a very mixed bag; on the front row 
of the grid, with Parnell in R. R. C. 
Walker’s 300SL Mercedes, were Maude, 
Jaguar XK120, and Bonnier in his pretty 
1900 Alfa Romeo. With an exhaust note 
like a cracked whip, Maude led into the 
first bend but Parnell took the lead by 
the Railway Straight.

STIRLING MOSS once again went 
through to win the 200-mile formula } race 
at Aintree, and demonstrated, as was seen 
at the Easter Monday Goodwood, that the 
current British- G.P. cars—notably the 
Gonnaughts—are fast but. not yet 
sufficiently reliable. For the first three 
laps. Scott-Brown (Connaught) led, 
followed by Hawthorn (B.R.M.), Brooks

On the third lap Hawthorn took the 
lead, holding .it for two laps until the 
hydraulic brake fluid boiled—due to the 
intense heat of the central, transmission 
brake disc at the rear—and he had 
to retire.

All four remained closely bunched, 
Gerard’s car having lost time through a 
fuel stop after leading the quartet, and 
Halford making regular excursions on the 
grass—with the consequent need for in- 
creased speed to catch up, resulting in 
further excursions, and so on. By the 
nineteenth lap Young’s 2-litre Connaught, 
lying seventh, had dropped out with a 
seized gear box . . . eight cars left and the 
race not yet a-third run. 

On the thirty-sixth lap Titterington’s 
Connaught called at the pits for a plug 
change to cure misfiring, and was away 
in 56sec without losing a place. On his 
thirty-sixth lap Bob Gerard coasted into 
the pits with a seized engine and retired. 
Four laps later Halford’s peripatetic 
Maserati collided with a wall at Waterway 
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Mike Hawthorn, in the 1,500 ¢.c. Lotus-Climax, on his way to first

Corner and retired, leaving only. six cars 
in the race, 

Slowly Moss had been closing up behind 
Brooks’ B.R.M. until, on the 47th lap, the 
two cars were in close company. Moss 
took the lead as they came round to com- 
plete the lap and Brooks stopped at the 
pits to discuss his failing brakes. No work 
was done and he was hurriedly told to 
return to business—which he did, in 
second place. 

Well behind Moss and lapped by the 
first two cars came Titterington, followed 
by Brabham’s and Rosier’s Maseratis and 
Gibson’s Connaught. On the 52nd: lap 
Rosier spun off at Tatts Corner; he re- 
turned to the race without losing a place 
—which was not difficult, for next astern, 
and last, was Gibson’s Connaught . . . five 
laps behind! The Connaught had called 
at the pits on its 45th lap for fuel and a 
change of drivers,. Bob Berry then taking 
over for his very first drive in a single- 
seater. 

Only 14 laps from the finish, Tittering- 
ton came to grief at Anchor Crossing 
and crashed, the once streamlined Con- 
naught requiring, as Rodney Clark put 
it, conversion to a Syracuse model. 
Titterington was taken off to hospital with 
suspected concussion, but was not long 
detained and shortly afterwards returned 
home to Ireland. 

Only five cars left Moss, Brooks, 
Brabham, Rosier and ’ Berry; by now 
Rosier’s blue Maserati was trailing clouds 
of smoke and he made a hasty pit stop to 


ensure that all the oil had not passed out 
through the exhaust pipe; still he had some 
five laps in hand and could afford to take 
such a precaution. 

Finally Moss lapped C. A. S. Brooks’ 
B.R.M. on the last lap; the latter’s speed 
being considerably reduced by failing 
brakes, though at no time was he ever 
in real danger of losing his second 
position.

CLUB CONFERENCE 
AINTREE 


SEVERAL IMPORTANT POINTS, 
concerned mainly with the organiza- 
tion of rallies, were brought up and 
discussed at the R.A.C. Conference 
of the Clubs, held at the end of last 
month. This conference, which is 
arranged annually by the R.A.C., is 
well worth attending; apart from the 
business of raising and considering 
problems which are the concern of 
every club, it is an indication that 
that much maligned body, the com- 
petition department, is very much con- 
cerned with the welfare of the sport. 

Cumulative timing in rallies came 
up for discussion, the suggestion be- 
ing put forward by the C.U.AC. that 
a rule should be introduced forbid- 
ding clubs to run road events in which 
the timing is cumulative. In the R.A.C. 
Rally the timing was cumulative on 
the main road sections, where the re- 
quired average was easily maintained 
and time lost could be made up with- 
out driving excessively fast; on the 
sections involving minor roads, where 
the set average was less easily main- 
tained, timing was not cumulative. 
This seemed to have worked out well 
in practice as only one disgruntled 
letter was received as the result of 
this. year’s event, in contrast to the 
several received last year. 

In general it was agreed that no 
rule should be laid down; clubs should 
be relied upon to use their judgment 
sensibly. | The. largest single factor 
involving public annoyance by rallies 
was generally agreed to be excessive 
noise; whenever possible, cars with 
over-noisy exhaust systems should be 
excluded from road events—particu- 
larly those running through populated 
areas at night. One or two club rep- 
resentatives suggested that it should 
be compulsory, in running a rally, to 
include at least one secret check. The 
effect on competitors’ speeds is con- 
siderable, as Dennis Flather pointed 
out. During the R.A.C. Rally he was 
operating one of these checks; he said 
that the looks of surprise and horror 
on the faces of drivers of competing 
cars, as they spotted him and reduced 
speed, were well worth seeing. ; 

It was generally agreed that certain 
parts of the country come in for more 
than their share of attention from 
rally organizer i y North 
Wales and the Lake District. Rep- 


resentatives from clubs based in these 
areas read some highly amusing—if 
bitterly uncomplimentary — extracts 
from letters received from local resi- 
dents. It was suggested that clubs 
who are proposing to route their 
events into these hostile lands should 
first discuss matters with the organiz- 
ing committees of the local clubs, who 
would be in a position to give in- 
valuable advice. In any case, the 
R.AC. are preparing a comprehensive 
system of maps, showing exactly to 
what extent the different parts of the 
country are used. This will be com- 
plete by the end of the year so that 
the broad picture will be known; be- 
fore deciding on the route, clubs will 
be able to seek the advice of the 
R.A.C. as to which particular parts of 
the country would be most suitable. 

A point which was discussed at 
considerable length was the number 
of new clubs receiving R.A.C. recog- 
nition. One or two people felt that by 
recognizing too many clubs the R.A.C. 
are merely making provision for an 
even more overcrowded Calendar. As 
several people pointed out, however, 
if a club is not recognized there is 
nothing to prevent it running its own 
events—without R.A.C. sanction. If 
these “pirate” clubs, without the con- 
trol or advice of the R.A.C., run events 
on public roads they may well cause 
more inconvenience to the public than 
the properly authorized events. It 
was generally agreed that the best 
solution was for every recognized club 
to lay on such attractive events that 
there is no temptation or need for rival 
concerns to spring up. In any case, 
competition licence holders who com- 
pete in unauthorized events are likely 
to have their licences suspended.
